HARBOUR ACCIDENT. 


AMERICAN DIES FROM 
INJURIES.

His thigh 
was-caught in between the gears, 
and, unable to extricate himself, 
he faintly shouted for help. The 
attention of the Chief Offcer wxs 
then attracted’ snd, with 
others, including the Agent of 
Messrs. Struthers and Barry, Mr. 
A. E. Francke, he made efforts to 
extricate the unfortunate mam 
The windlass was stopped, but 
«Anderson was in a very bad way 
when he was at length freed.
